. All that this body can now do is to show a 
proper respect for his memory, rjid join its tears 
fith those of his bereaved family. Therefore, 

Retolved by the General Atiembly of the Com- 
monwealth cf Kentucky, 

That in the death of Judge Young tho Legis- 
lature has lost ono of its most valuablw members, 
and the State a faithful and enlightened citizen. 

Retolved, That we condole with the members 
of his family in their great les:, and that a copy 
of theso resolutions bo forwarded them as an evi- 
dence of our regard and sympathy. 

Retolved, That a committee of three, two from 
this House and one from tho S;nato, occompany 
his remains to his former friends in Henderson, 
and that the two Houses bo draped in mourning, 
and the members ond Senators woar the usual 
badges tho usual time. 

Messrs. R. J. BROWNE and HUSTON 
also made a few appropriate remarks, touch- 
ing the character of the deceased, in which 
they paid beautiful and eloquent tributes of 
respect to his memory; and the resolutions 
were unanimously adopted. 

Messrs. ALLEN and FINNELL were ap- 
pointed a committee to inform the Senate of 
the adoption of the resolution;, and after a 
short time Mr. ALLEN informed the House 
that the duty had been performed. 

Whereupon Messrs. OWINGSand BUSH 
were appointed a commietee on the part of 
the House, pursuant to the resolution. 
And then the House adjourned.

Sir : I herewith enclose a copy of my official 
report of the operations of tho troops under my 
command" during the- recent raid into Kentucky 
by Morgan's rebel cavalry. I deem it my duty to 
do this because tho report refers, in part, to the 
conduct of four Kentucky Regiments. His Ex 
.-cllency. the Governor, can make such disposi 
tion of it as, in his judgment, may bo proper. Two 
of thoso regiments (4th and 10th I belong to my 
Brigade, tho remaining two (13th Infantry and 
12th Cavalry) to the command of Col. Hobson at 
Munfordsvillc, but wcro by him, at my request, 
temporarily detached to accompany mo in the pur- 
suit of Morgan's cavalry. 

The conduct of the officers and men of thoso 
regiments was worthy of all praise, but Kentucky 
should feel equally grateful to those gallant sons 
of Ohio and Indiana, who, in the persons of the 
officers and men of the 14th Ohio, 10th Indiana, 
74th Indiana, and Southwick's Battery, contribu- 
ted, in conjunction with their brethren freni Ken- 
lucky, so much towards producing the precipitate 
flight of Morgan beyond the Cumberland — thus 
quickly ridding our State of an organization 
whoso chief purpose seemed to be to plunder its 
inhabitants "f their properly.

Captais — At a lato hour during the night of 
the 25th of December, while encamped at Galla- 
tin, Tennessee, I received through the division 
commander an order from the General Command- 
ing the Department; to proceed with my brigade, 
by rail, to Howlinggreen and Cave City, and 
drivo from tho lino of tho Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad the rebel cavalry of Morgan, then 
north of the Cumberland river, and meditating, 
as was supposed, the destruction of that rail- 
road. 

At that time Morgan was supposed to be south 
of Green river, and at somo point in tho vicinity 
of Cave City or tilasgow. The cars to convey 
my troops were to come from Nashville, and on 
the morning of the 26th ult., (and without unnec- 
essary delay after the arrival of tho transporsa- 
tion,) I left Gallatin with my command — five reg- 
iments of infantry and Southwick's battery of ar- 
tillery. 

Simultaneously with this muvement, the 12th 
Division, uudcr that accomplished and able offi- 
cer, Brigadier General J. J. Reynolds, marched 
towards Scottsville and Glasgow, with a view te 
intercept Morgan in the event that he was driven 
back in tho direction of either of those points. 
Three trains of cars, each drawn by ono engine, 
was the amount of transportation furnished me 
by the railroad authorities ut Nashville. The 
cars were barely svffi^ient to contain the men* 
horses and guns of the brigade, and subsequent 
developments proved either that the engines fur- 
nished were very defective, or that enough en- 
gines were not furnished, for when the rear train 
containing the 4ih Kentucky Infantry. (Col.Crox- 
ton,) three (3) companies of tho 7th Indiana, the 
battery horses, and part of the battery, reached 
South Tunnel, six (6) miles north of liallatin, the 
engine attached thereto became utterly useless and 
the train was delayed until another engine could 



be sent from Nashville. While the rear train was 
halted at South Tunnel, wailing for another cn- 
gino, tho passenger train from Nashville (Con- 
ductor Taylor) arrived, hut the conductor refused 
to permit his engine to bo used to forward my 
rear train, notwithstanding Col. Croxton advised 
him of the great importance of tho expedition up- 
on which the brigade was sent, and tho imminent 
danger which might result to tho entire road 
from any delay. This I learn from Col. Croxton. 
I have no personal knowledge of the facts, since 
I was in the advance train, somo distance ahead 
of tho rear train. Whether the conductor is to 
bo blamed for refusing his engino to bo detachod 
for tho purpose indicated, 1 do not pretend to say, 
my duty is simply to state the facts. It may be 
proper also to state that the railroad track was, 
when I loft Gallatin, in bad condition from re- 
cent rain, though that difficulty might have been 
obviated had more engines been furnished. This 
unfortnnato detention delayed the rear train so 
that it did not reach Bowlinggrocn until about 
tsn o'clock on the night of tho 26th. For that 
detention I am not in any wise responsible, for 
those concerned received from me full informa- 
tion as to tho number of men, horses and guns, 
for which transportation would be required. Af- 
ter my arrival at Bowlinggreen, I learned that 
all of Morgan's force was most probably north 
of Munfordsvillc, beyond tho points to which I 
had been ordered, and it was evident that I must 
follow him beyond that place in order to save any 
part of the railroad from destruction. It was not 
certainly known, upon my arrival at Bowling- 
green, whether the track was clear to Munfords- 
villc, but us soon as it was ascertained to be safe 
to proceed further by rail, (which I did in part 
through dispatches from Col. K. II. Hobson, com- 
manding at Munfordsvillc to General Manson at 
Bowlinggroon,) I determined to push forward and 
cava as much of the railroad as it was possible 
to do. After supplying my command with one 
Ucy's rations at Bowlinggreen. (which were kind- 
ly furnished by General Manson,) I started for 
Munfordsvillc. When, however, the rear train 
had got about ten miles from Bowlinggreen, its 
engine got entirely out of order, and it became 
necessary to send back to Bowlinggreen for an- 
other ono. This second unforturate detention 
delayod the rear train so that it did not reach 
Munfordsvillc until ten o'clock nt night of the 
17th. My command was disembarked immedi- 
ately. Hero I should state that the battery and 
ether horses of the brigr.de had been on the cars 
for nearly forty hours without a drop of water or 
x pound of forage. They were fed as well as the 
supply admitted; nothing but corn could be had 
at Munfordsville to feed them. My men, wearied 
and fatigued by lose of sleep and the crowded 
condition of the cars, (as much fatigued as if they 
had been marching,) lay down upon the damp 
ground without tents to shelter them, to rest as 
best they could. Though I had received from the 
division commander at Cave City a dispatch or- 
dering me to procoed to Munfordsville and drive 
Morgan from that vicinity, I conceived it to be 
my duty, under my instructions, to go even fur- 
ther, for I believed that Morgan, if unchecked, 
would destroy every bridgo and structure on the 
ontiro road, thus interfering very materially with 
supplies for tho main army beyond Nashville. 
Ho had then destroyed the Bacon Creek and No- 
lin Croek bridges, and had probably destroyed 
the bridges near Klizabethtown, ond captured 
our forces there, as ho had already done those at 
Bacon Creek rnd Nolin. 

My only hope then was to save tho immense 
tretth-work at Muldrow's Hill, and, failing in 
that, to save tho important bridges over Rolling 
Fork, near Lebanon Junction, and ovor Salt river 
at Sbepherdsville. These or any ono of these re- 
sults I conceived to be of vital importance to the 
array, and I apper.lcd to the officers aud men un- 
der my command to bear up under any privations 
in order to accomplish them. 

After resting my men but a few hours, I left 
Munfordsville at three o'clock on the morning of 
tho 28th, with my brigade, and also with the 13th 
Kentucky Infantry, (Major Hobson,) and 12th 
Kentucky Cavalry, (Cel. Shanks,) in all about 
MM efieetive men. These last two regiments 
constituted a part of Col. llobson's command at 
Munfordsville, aud were dotached, at my request 
to accompany mo in the expedition. 

On the route from Munfordsvillc to Elizaboth- 
town no enemy was seen, but upon my arrival at 
Elizabctht'owD, on the morning of tho 29th, I 
learned that Morgan had destroyed tho trestle- 
work on the very day upon which I left Mun- 
fordsville, and had the previous night encamped 
ten miles from Klizabethtown, on the Rolling 
Fork, where tho Klizabethtown and Bardstown 
roads cross that stream. I marched immediately 
in that direction, ordering the cavalry to go far 
in advance. When I had gone about five (5) 
miles from Klizabethtown, information came to 
me that the rebels were in fact at the place su| 
posed, and would probably soon cross tho river. 
A section of Southwick's battery was ordered to 
join the cavalry, and, in conjunction with it, to 
detain the rebels at tho crossing until the infantry 
arrived. 

When Col. Shanks arrived within a mile of the 
crossing, ho discovered in the plain below, (our 
road from Klizabethtown wa9 on a high ridge of 
Muldrow's Hill,) a body of rebel cavalry, upon 
whom ho ordered the battery to open, which or- 
der was promptly executed, resulting in the rapid 
dispersion of the rebels. 

The Infantry were ordered up "double quick 
I went to tho front in person, and from a high 
hill I saw quite distinctly a very large body of 
cavalry, formed in line of battle, near the river. 
Their officers were riding along their line, appar- 
ently preparing to give us battle. Knowing that 
Morgan had a larger force than I had I proceed 
ed cautiously, and yet as expeditiously as the na 
lure of tho ground and the circumstances admit 
ted. My men were formed in two lines, skirmish 
ers were thrown out from both Infantry and Cav 
airy, covering our whole front, and were ordered 
to advance and engage the enemy, the whole line 
following in close supporting distance. The fir 
ing commenced on the part of tho rebels on our 
left. It was protnply and vigorously responded 
toby my skirmishers and the artillery. 

A ffeer awhile the rebels were driven away, and 
they then made somo demonstrations to occupy an 
eminence upon my right. To meet the movement 
the 10th Indiana (Col. Carroll) was ordered to oc 
rupy tho eminence, from which four (-l)compa 
nics were detailed to clear the woods opposite the 
right of my line. The 4th Kentucky (Col. Crox 
ton,) 14th Ohio, (Col. Este) 74th Indiana, (Col. 
Chapman) were ordered to form on tho left of the 
10th Indiana. A section of the battery was also 
ordored to occupy the eminence, and tho 10th 
Kentucky, ( Lieut. Col. Hays) ordered to support 
it. This left the 13th Kentucky ( Major Hobson) 
on my left, supprrting the section of the battery 
stationed there. The firing now became very 
general along tho right of our line of skirmish- 
ers, but tho rebels, after an obstinate resistance, 
broke and fled precipitately in every direction. 



Some struck out into the woods, some went up the 

river as far as New Haven, and somo swam the 
river with their horses. Further pursuit that 
evening was impracticable, and I m ay eay 
impossible, in tho exhausted condition of my 
men; they having left Munfordsvillo Sunday 
morning and came up with the enemy the tuccted- 
ing day at 10 o'clock, forty-three (43) mile* distant. 
Tho casualties in my command were as follows, 
viz : 

Lieut. Henry W. Pollis, of Southwick's Bat- 
tery, (company C, 1st 0. V. A .) fell at his post 
mortally wounded, and died the succeeding day. 
He was a promising young officer and his loss wilt 
bo severely felt. Louis W. Finney, Co. I, 10th 
Ind. Vol. Infantry, was also mortally wounded, 
and died the 30th. Private John C. Osbon, Co. 
A, 10th Ind. Vol. Infantry, slightly wounded. 
Thomas J. Buxton, 4th Ky. Infantry, was killed 
instantly. 

The number of killed and wounded among the 
rebels 1 havo not had an opportunity to ascer- 
tain, because, lor the most part, they fought un- 
der tho cover of a thiek, heavy woods, and we 
marched away from the scene of conflict shortly 
after its conclusion, for reasons hereinafter stated. 
It is certain, however, that among the wounded 
was General Basil Duke, commanding a brigade 
under Morgan, and who is believed to be the life 
and soul of all the movements made by the latter. 
And near where he was seen during tho engage- 
ment ten dead horses were found within a space of 
twenty feot square — the work of tho section of 
Southwick's Battery on the left. Some of the 
citizens in tiic vicinity informed mo that the reb- 
el wounded were taken oft', and some of their dead 
bodies thrown into the river. Whether it is true 
nr not I will not protend to soy. Tho rebels en- 
camped that night near Boston, Nelson county. 
Their cam), and mine wcro equally distant from 
the Rolling Fork Bridge, which was believed at 
Elizabethtown, by some, to bo already burned. 
But not being satisfied that such was the case I 
dispatched a messenger to that point, who return- 
ed at \iyi o'clock in thonight. with the informa- 
tion that that bridge was still safe. My men were 
immediately aroused, and at midnight I started 
for that bridge, reaching it before daylight of the 
30th, ond encamped on the south side of it. Thus 
was that important structure savod. Its safety 
i», however, attributable, in part, to circum- 
stances which may appear singular but which, 
nevertheless, actually transpired. On the morn- 
ing of tho 29th two of Morgan's regiments, and a 
portion of his artillery, marched from their camp 
on Rolling Fork to the bridge (only 4}4 miles! to 
destroy it, and at tho same time capture our 
forces there. The garrison at that place constitu- 
ted only "»o coinpanic*. The rebel* rtached the vi- 
cinity of the bridge, and were about to commence an 
attack, when the firing by my advance upon the re- 
mainder of their foreee noti/ied them that on enemy 
wat near at hand. They immediately commenced a 
rapid movement back to their camp, abandoned the 
attack upon our force* at the bridge, and joined the 
emainder of their forcet by the time that my Infan- 
try ram* up with my advance. They arrived in 
tiino to participate in the sconos already describ- 
ed. Upon my arrival at tho Rolling Fork bridge 
I reported to the commanding General of the dis- 
trict in which I was operating (Gen. Boyle) for or- 
lera. He ordered mo to remain at the bridge, 
rost my men, protect tho bridge, and hold myself 
in readiness to meet an attack on the long bridge 
over Salt rivor, nt Shepherdsvile, only 20 miles 
from Louisville On tho morning of the 31st I 
crossed over to the north side of tho Rolling Fork, 
in obedience to »n order from Gen. Boyle, to re- 
sist an attack which the commandant at Sbep- 
herdsville believed would be made upon him that 
day. No attack having been made I halted, un- 
der General Boyle's orders, at Lebanon Junction 
until January 4th, when I received orders to re- 
turn to Gallatin. I am now en route with my 
brigade for that place, and will leavo hero a« soon 
as transportation is afforded. 

I do not suppose that the engagement which 
my command had with Morgan's forces could 
properly be called a battle, the main body of the 
respective forces not being engaged. It was sim- 
ply brisk skirmishing, exhibiting tho utmost will- 
ingness, even anxiety, on the part of all tho offi- 
cers and men under my command, though out- 
numbered by tho enemy in every respect, to en- 
gage him at all hazards; and on tho part of the 
rebel chieftain and his men, an entire unwilling- 
ness to meet them upou any fair terms. Every 
circumstance on the occasion indicated to my 
command that the enemy were disposed to give us 
battle in force, yet nowhere along the whole line 
was there to be observed any, even the slightest, 
faltering by either officers or men. 

To Cols. Este, Chapman, Carroll, Croxton, and 
Shanks, Lieut. Col. Hays, Maj. Hobson, to Capt 
Southwick.of tho battery, and to all their brother 
officers, I return my thanks for the promptnes 
and cheerfulness with which, on the line of march 
and during tho engagement of the 29th, they ex 
eeutcd all of my orders. To the members of my 
staff, Meat*. Lisle, McKay , and Simpson, and to 
Capt. Wellington Harlan, Volunteer Aid, I am 
iudebtcd for the most valuable services rendered 
throughout tho entire expedition. More efficient 
and competent officers aro not to be found in the 
service. 

Tho men under my command deserve the thanks 
of the country for the cheerfulness with which, 
wilh insufficient rest and food, they bore up under 
the sovcrest privations, determined to do all with 
in tho power of man to perform the important 
duty assigned them by the General commanding 
the department. 

I claim for my command that it saved the 
Rolling Fork bridge, ond most probably, prevent 
ed an attempt to destroy the bridge at Shep- 
herd9ville: thus saving, from distruction proper 
ty of immense value, and preventing the utter 
destruction of the line of railway, by which the 
army near Nashville, was mainly supplied. And 
I submit whether, the attack upon Morgan force, 
tho timely arrival of my command at Rolling 
Fork, did not prevent a raid upon other important 
points in Kentucky. It is very certain that af- 
ter my command drove tho rebel chieftan across 
tho Rolling Fork, in such a precipitate manner, 
he abandoned the railroad, and. very soon there 
after, the State, hotly pursued by other forces 

I cannot p crmit the occasion to pass without 
acknowledging tho promptness with which that 
gallant officer, Col. B. _H . Hobson, furnished me 
all the aid in his power in the way of men. pro- 
visions, and transportation. Tho rapidity of my 
marches is due in a great measure to the aid so 
cheerfully and gencrosly rendered by him. 

Nor can I close this report without saying that 
hail sufficient engines been furnished to draw the 
trains, the railroad would have been damaged 
very little, bocause, without accident, I would 
have reached Munfordsville in, abundant timo to 
have caught up with the rebels before they reached 
Elizabethtown, certainly before they reached the 
trestle-work on Muldrough's hill. As tho opera- 
tions of my brigade were entirely within the 
Western District of Kentucky, Brig. General 



Boylo commanding, T have deemed it my duty, 
in compliance with his request, to forwarded to 
him a copy of this report, eo that he may be of- 
ficially advised of all that was done within his De- 
partment by me, in connection with the recent 
rebel raid in Kentucky.

Death of Judge Milton Vnun;, represen- 
tative from Henderson county. 

•Tinije Milton Youns, member of tlie 
House of Representatives from Henderson 
county, died at quarter before 10 o'clock on 
the nigbt of the 16th inst. The incidents 
connected with the illness and sadden death 
of this estimable gentleman are peculiarly 
distressing. Accompanied by his daughter, 
an accomplished young lady who was visit- 
ing the capital of the State to spend the win- 
teTjrhich bids fair to be very pleasant and 
gay. Judge Young left Louisville on the train 
on Thursday last, and on account of the 
snow storm, the train was compelled to lie 
over at Jericho, He had a chill on Fri- 
day morning, and by the time the train 
reached the bank of the river, on the other 
si.le, he was very ill indeed. The b»idge 
having been washed away, it was necessary 
for the passengers to walk around by the 
passenger bridge, as it was impossible, on 
account of the snow and bad roads, to reach 
' the cars with wagons and carriages. 

Dr. Phythian reached him about S o'clock 
at night, and lound the judge suffering with 
a violent congestion ol the lungs and brain. 
He was rapidly sinking. No possible aid 
could be furnished. Messengers were dis- 
patched in great haste back to town, and be- 
fore Col. Hodges and other friends could 
reach him with a litter, he had died upon 
the tloor of the cars, in the arms of his weep 
ing daughter, surrounded by Dr. Phyth- 
ian, Col. John H. Mo Henry, Grant Green, 
and a few other ' friends, who. without the 
power to render the slightest assistance to 
the dying man, witnessed this agonizing 
spectacle. 

H is remains were brought to the Capital 
Hotel, by Col. Hodges, and will be conveyed 
home by his brother, Dr. Bryan R. Young, 
(who is also a representative, from the conn 
ty of Hardin,) and a committee of the two 
Houses of the General Assembly, consisting 
of Senator Hardener, and representatives 
Owings and Bush. 

Resolutions, expressive of the feelings of 
the two Houses upon the sad and melancholy 
occasion, were passed on last Saturday, 
and beautiful and touching remarks made 
by Senator Anthony, and Representatives 
Allen, R. J Browne and) Huston. The res- 
olutions will be found in the proceedings of 
the House of Representatives. 



"This Republican party feel a pro- 
found contempt for Stales, and State con 
stitutions and laws. They seem to think 
Slates may live or die and their laws may 
be respected or not, so the Federal power is 
maintained. They see no limits to the lat- 
ter. A Federal officer, if with Republican 
proclivities, feels insulted if he is required 
to obey Stale laws. The whole theory of 
our Government is misconceived. State con- 
stitutions and Slate laws are a part of the 
Union, and are just as sacred as the Federal 
» Constitution and Federal laws. 

State power is original, not delegated, and 
embraces all but the few powers delegated 
to the Federal Government by the people 
Both Federal and State power is derived 
from the same source — the people. A State 
cannot lorfeit its existence, and if it were 
possible, the powers of the Federal fiovern 
ment would not be increased. The Federal 
Government has only power to execute its 
own laws in a State, anil when it assumes to 
* disobey State laws as a means of enforcing 
its own it is a usurper.

The Late Col. rormnu. 

Among those heroic spirits who scaled 
their patriotism with their Hie s blood upon 
the battle field at Murl'reesboro, says thr 
Louisville Journal of the 15th, none will be 
more sincerely lamented than the youthful 
Col. James B. Forman, of the Fifteenth 
Regiment Kentucky Volunteers. At the 
outbreak of this unhappy war, Col. Forman 
thoufh but a youth. Laving just attained his 
twentieth year at the time of his death 
formed a very decided opinion in regard to 
the causes and probable results of the scccs 
sion movement. When Kentucky took her 
position in favor of sustaining the Govern- 
ment, he entered the army as a Second 
Lieutenant in the Fifteenth Regiment of 
Kentucky Volunteers, then about being 
raised by the late Col. Curran Pope. From 
this position he was shortly promoted to a 1st 
Lieutenancy, and afterwards, by the death 
of Captain McClure, he assumed, by regular 



promotion, the command of his company. 
In this capacity he won the love of his men 
by his generous conduct on all occasions, 
and challenged the admiration of the entire 
regiment by his display of military knowl- 
edge and great personal bravery. At the 
battle of Chaplin Hills he gained great ap- 
plause, his deeds of noble daring being the 
theme of praise among all those who wit- 
nessed the desperate lighting of the then 
untried but now war worn and glory-covered 
regiment to whi sh he was attached. The 
regimental flag was on that occasion res 
cued by Capt Forman after it had been shot 
down time and time again, and was by him 
borne aloft in proud defiance of the storm ol 
shot and shell that was being mercilessly 
poured upon that devoted (it almost seemed 
doomed) regiment by the enemy. That flag, 
all riddled as it is, will be duly presented to 
the Slate of Kentucky, as a worthy memen- 
to of the bravery ol* her sons. After the 
death of Col. Pope and his assistant field- 
officer, Capt. Forman was commissioned Col. 
oncl of the regiment, in acknowledgment ol 
his eminent services and superior abilities. 
Willi high hopes and such ardor as only a 
man of noble impulses ami conscious recti- 
tude can feel, he entered upon the discharge 
of his duties, fully sensible of the responsi- 
bilities ol his position, and anxious to dis- 
charge them in such a manner as would best 
promote the interest of the cause he,had so 
heartily espoused. He has done all that 
could be done — he has sacrificed his life up 
on his country s altar — he has fought his 
last light, and now sleeps "the sleep thai 
knows no waking,'' but his name and mem- 
ory will be cherished, for 

"The brave 
Die never. Being deathless, they but change 
Their country's arms for more — their country's 
heart."

The following is an extract from a letter 
from William A Burleigh, Esq., agent lor 
I he Yancton Sioux Agency, to William P. 
Dole, Commissioner ol Indian Affairs, con- 
veying official confirmation of the impor 
tant intelligence heretofore given concern 
ing the movements and hostile plans of 
"Little Crow'' and his coadjutors-: 

Yancton Ackncy, Dec. 1, 1862. 
Hon. Win. P. Dole, Commissioner of Indian 

Affairs: 

Sir: I have the honor to inform you that 
Indian spies sent out from this agency have 
just returned from the Santees, Uncpapas. 
and Blackleet Sioux camps, above Fori 
Pierre. I deem the report to me correct, 
and important to the Government. 

The Indians sent out as spies are the most 
reliable men in the Yancton nation, and 
their-stalements are entitled to full credit 
They report live separate camps of Santees 
upon the Missouri river, viz: one at Sivan 
Lake, about sixty miles (by land) above the 
fort ; one at the "Old Red Village," one 
hundred miles above ; one at the mouth oi 
Beaver Creek ; one at the Cannon Ball riv 
er, and one at "The Place where they Paini 
the Wood Red." "Little Crow'' is now ai 
Long Lake, a place one hundred ami lilty 
miles above Fort Pierre (bv land ) He had 
sent tobacco and other presents to the Unc 
pa pax and Blackleet Sioux, with a request 
that they join him in a war of extermina- 
tion against the whites. "Little Crow' 
slated lo them, when asked what the whites 
would do with the Indians they had taken 
prisoners, that they were alraid to kill them 
ami relerred them to the massacre, at Spirit 
Lake He says ; 

"Wc may kill the whites and steal their 
horses and cattle: if they catch us they 
keep US a 'little Wifile, feed us better than 
we are fed at home, and let us go again 
The white man has got a softer heart than 
the Indian." 

The Uncpapas and Blackleet promised to 
join them as soon as the river is frozen over, 
when they are to commence by attacking 
Fort Pierre. 

The Santee leaders sent a message to 
"Strike the Ree," requesting him to join 
them with the Yanctons. They are now pa 
tiently wailing his reply. 

The "Big Head," "Bone Necklace," and 
"Two Bears" sent to "Strike the Ree" the 
following message : 

"The Santees, and the Indians who are 
engaged in a war with the whites, want us 
to join them. Von are the oldest Sioux chief 
living; wc will listen to ytu and no one else 
Speak to us " 

A party of friendly Indians went to the 
Santee camp on Beaver Creek, where they 
found the Chiefs " White Lodge" and 
"Sleepy Eyes," with seven white prisoners, 
two women and five girls. They offered 
seven horses lor them. The captors aecus 
ed them of having been sent bv the whites 
to purchase them, and refused to let the cap- 
tives go The friendly Indians told them 
that they were in their country, and that 
they could either take the seven horses lor 
the seven captives, or they would light them 
ami take the women and children by force. 
Finding the friendly Indians determined, 
they accepted the forced irade and gave up 
the captives. I learn they are now safe at 
Fort Pierre. 

Some of the Santees have gone to the 
"British possessions" lor arms, ammunition. 
Ac. A parly of them have recently return- 
ed from there with a large supply of the ar- 
ticles. Those just returned report that tbev 
held a council there with a while man, who 
told them that his people were at war with 
the United States, and that he wanted all 
the Indians to join in the war against the 
whiles; that he should supply them with 
arms, ammunition, and all they needed. He 
further told them he had men enough, and 
should start down the Missouri river in the 
spring as soon as the grass was as long as his 
hand, with men enough to wipe out all the 
whites as far down as Sioux City, at which 
place he should leave the Missouri, and re- 
turn by wav of St Peter. He told them not 
to be afraid to&d/and roh the whiles, that 
what he had promised would certainly take 
place In (he spring. He told them to go and 
see the Yancton Chief, and say to him thai 
if he would join them with bis tribe he 
should be treated well ; if he did not the 
Yanctons should all be killed before another 
year passed by. 

The friendly Yanctons have just sent 
word to the Yanctons lo keep a sharp look- 
out, as they will certainly be attacked before 
spring. 

Major Potter has gone to Fort Pierre with 
two hundred men — one hundred cavalrv and 
one hundred infantry. I lenthim oneof my 
cannon from Fort Dole.
